Parker, farmer. 
six miles east of Nobleford 
was killed Friday afternoon, 
dab struck by an airplane at 
the U. F. A. picnic near Rock 
Coulee, northeast of Macleod. 
The plane was landing, and 
Mr. Parker stepped out from 
the crowd, evidently to get a 
better look at the plane, and 
the pilot, Ernest Boffa of 
Lethbridge, did not see him. 
Dr. Lyster, coroner of Clares- 
holm, was summoned, who em- 
anelled a jury and made pre- 


iminary enquiries and with 
Dr. Cohen of Granum, viewed 
the 


pours adjourning the in- 
quest till Monday at Granum at 
2p.m._ The body was removed 
to the farm at Nobleford. 

The deceased was a widower 
about 60 years of age and was 
well known in Macleod, having 
lived for a number of years 


here. He came from England 
over 29 years ago. He after- 
wards bought the farm at 


Nobleford and has been one of 
the successful farmers in that 
part of southern Alberta. 
oe R. Vise, A. P. P., Mac- 
leod, is looking after the in- 
vestigation. 

Dr. Lyster, coroner, held the 
adjourned inquest on the death 
of Joseph G. Parker who was 
accidently killed by a aeroplane 
ata U. F. A. picnic at the farm 
of Charles Hart, Rocky Coulee, 
north-east of Macleod, on Fri- 
day, July 4th. 

The inquest was conducted 
by Corp. R. Vise, A. P. P., Mac- 
leod, and Inspector Scott, of 
Lethbridge, was also present. 
The jurymen were, F. Still, 
foreman, F. Kellicut, S. G. 
Stewart, A. M. Fraser, J. Reyn- 
olds and H. Ridery 

The first witness called was 
Ernest Boffa, Lethbridge, pilot 
and owner of the aeroplane. In 
his evidence he stated that he 
had made 5 or 6 flights before 
the accident, carrying two pas- 
sengers each time, and that on 
his last landing he did not see 
anyone in the way, but felt a 
slight jar on landing, and later 
he found he had struck the 
deceased. He immediately 
brought Dr. Cohen from Gran- 
um in his plane, but Mr. Parker 
had expired before the doctor 
arrived. Dr. Cohen, in his 
evidence stated that death was 
from concussion of the brain 
and a fractured skull. The fol- 
lowing witnesses were also 
called: J. H. Heward, Chas. 
Hart, A. Luchia, S. Pruitt, J. BE. 
Fierce, and William Parker, son 
of the deceased, and their 
evidence was all very similar, 
no conflicting evidence being 
produced. The verdict of the 
jury was: “That Joseph 
Graham Parker came to his 
death by. being struck by an 
aeroplane at 5.45 p. m. July 4th 
at the farm of Charles Hart, 
Rocky Coulee, operated by 
Ernest Boffa.”’ A rider was 
added to the verdict as follows 
“We recommend that pilots 
flying at public gatherings 
should have a responsible man 
on the landing field to oversee 
the safety of the public, and

GRANUM AUDIENCE ON 
ISSUES OF THE CAM. 
PAIGN 


Higher tariffs and more pro- 
tection for the industries of 
Canada, and more particularly 
the farming industry, was the 
key-note of the speeches of J. 
D. Matheson, K. C., the Con- 
servative candidate for the 
Macleod Federal Riding, and R. 
G. Nolan, Barrister, of Calgary, 
at the first meeting of the 
campaign at Granum on Mon- 
day night, in support of Mr. 
Matheson and Mr. R. B. Ben- 
nett the leader of the Con- 
servative party. 

There was a fairly good 
crowd gathered when J. B. Alli- 
son, who was chairman, called 
the meeting to order. 

r. Nolan was the first 
speaker and in opening said 
ey had met to discuss the 
vital questions of the campaign. 
Speaking first on agriculture, 
he said that new wealth was 
created by the advancement of 
agriculture. To the young men 
of this country agriculture was 
an honorable profession, and 
the advantages of studying 
agriculture today in schools 
and colleges was a great induce- 
ment to young men to stay on 
the farms. The speaker went 
on to criticize the lack of pro- 
tection for agricultural pro- 
ducts in Canada compared with 
other countries, instancing 
France, Italy and Germany 
with their high tariff against 
Canadian wheat. France had 
dumped 15 million bushels of 
wheat on the English market, 
twhich effected the price in 
Liverpool, Chicago and Win- 
nipeg. U.S..A. had also a high 
tariff against Canada wheat. 
The Canadian live stock market 
is in the worst shape that it 
has been in for many years, as 
the U. S. A. tariff was against 
the Canadian cattle being ship- 

ed into that country, the duty 

aving been raised from 19, 
to over 100%. The efforts of 
the conservative party (if re- 
turned to power will be to pro- 
tect the Canadian cattle and 
find a market that will be 
profitable for Canadian cattle- 
men. Mr. Nolan then took up 
the question of New Zealand 
butter being dumped on the 
Canadian market, and how it 
had ruined the Canadian dairy 
business, giving instances of 
Canada having shipped to Eng- 
land in 1921 18 million lbs. of 
butter, and only 8 thousand Tbs. 
in 1929. He said that there is 
a market in England, if prices 
are right, for far more butter 
than Canada can produce at the 
present time. He then went on 
to critise the Dunning budget, 
and ridulated the effect of the 
countervailing duties of the 
budget, stating that very few 
articles which were imported 
by Canada would be effected 
by these duties, as Canada did 
not import these articles. Mr. 
Nolan spoke at length on un- 
employment, stating that al- 
though it was world-wide, that 
in Canada it could be averted 
by protecting the industries 
and giving the people work. He 
said that Mr. Bennett, if re- 
turned to power, would call a 
special session at once to deal 
with the unemployment ques- 
tion. In closing he urged his 
hearers to vote for Mr. Math- 
esol. 

Mr. Matheson thanked the 
audience for coming out to hear 
Mr. Nolan and himself, and 
spoke first of the confidence 
which Mr. Bennett, the Leader, 
was inspiring throughout the 
country, and how his speeches 
were causing dismay among 
the followers of the present 
government. Mr. Matheson 
spoke of the Dunning budget, 
and how a large portion of it 
had been taken from the 
policies advocated by the Con- 
servative party. He then went 
on to criticise the record of Mr. 
Coote, the Progressive member, 
and candidate in this election. 
He said that Mr. Coote had op- 
posed the Dunning budget, and 
the Conservatives had also op- 
posed it because it did not go 
far enough in protection, He 
said that if Mr. Coote was re- 
turned he would be helpless as 
the U. F. A. and Progressive 
members combined could not 
form a Government. The U. 
F. A. was all right for a Prov- 
incial Government, and could 
make a success of it in the 
Province, but they were help- 
less at Ottawa. He criticised 
Mr. Coote for taking five years 
to find out that the dairy in- 
dustry of the country was be- 
ing ruined by importation of 
\dairy products. Mr. Matheson 
also touched on unemployment 
and said that it was only the 
representatives of the people in 
special session that alt deal 
properly with that matter. He 
lalso spoke on adequate protec- 
tion that should be extended to 
benefit all classes of the people 
and not one class only. He 
closed by asking his hearers to 
vote for him on July 28th, and 
so support Mr. R. B. Bennett. 

The meeting closed with the 
National anthem.

No Liberal candidate was 
nominated at the Liberal con- 
vention held in Macleod on 
Wednesday afternoon. 

H. Bossenberry, M. L. A,, 
Pincher Creek, president of the 
Macleod Federal Liberal As- 
sociation presided at the con- 
vention, and M. Densmore, 
Lundbreck was secretary. 
There were about 50 Liberals 
present, every section of the 
constituency being well repre- 
sented. 

A resolution committee was 
ephointed consisting of J. W. 
McDonald, K. C., Macleod; F. 
O. McKenna, K. C., Pincher 
Creek; and J. M. Glendinning, 
Nanton; who brought in the 
following resolutions, which 
were unanimously adopted: 

1. “That we affirm our 
sincere confidence in the Gov- 
ernment of the Rt.

When Kipling made his fam- 
ous remark that Bast is Nast 
and West is West with the 
interesting conclusion that they 


would never shake hands or 
smoke the pipe of peace to-

India and Great Britain 
staged a meeting, entirely at 
the suggestion of Great 
Britain, a great many years 
ago.

Nevertheless, India accepted 
the presents that her visitor 
brought.

them. But she believes that 
she could manage better alone. 
She insists that the total 
home rule and _ independence 
which she craves, would bring 
about a restoration of the days 
when she grew her own food 
and accomplished her labor in 
her homes and village shops. 

True to that human nature 
which is the same the world 
over. . . although the Kast is 
Fast and West is West . . 
India has forgotten the pestil- 
ence and hunger of the days 
before Great Britain came. She 
believes.that she used to live 
in a Golden Age. Just what 
would happen if she were left 
alone would be an interesting 
experiment. 

Vould India discover that 
when the old order has given 
place to the new it is not pos- 
sible to live the past again? 
Or would she slip back to the 
former era since backward pro- 
gress is always easier than for- 
ward? And would she be hap- 
pier?

HEALTH SERVICE OF THE 
CANADIAN MEDICAL AS- 
SOCIATION—BRAIN FOOD 


There is a popular belief that 
certain foods, notably fish, are 
brain foods, and it is thought 
that the free use of such foods 
will, in some way, improve the 
brain tissue and so increase the 
mental ability. 


There is no evidence that 
any particular food, such as 
fish, or that the use of foods 


containing any special constitu- 
ent, such as phosphorus, af- 


fects, in any way, the mental 
development of the human 
being. 


It must be rememberel that 
all parts of the body are inter- 
dependent. The proper nutri- 
tion of one part implies proper 
nutrition of all other parts. 

If the diet is deficient in one 
or another essential, the whole 
body suffers, although some 
part or tissue may show the ill 
effects sooner than others. 

It is important that the brain 
be properly nourished. This 
cannot happen if the pod sup- 
ply is interfered with. the 
heart is not pumping soenanlyt 


| if the blow d cells are abnormal, 
if the blood is not vetting rid 
} of the waste material it picks 


up from the tissues—if one or 
such abnormal conditions 


occur, the brain tissue suffers, 


| together with all the other tis- 


sues Which go to make up the 


} body. 


In order to have the tissues 
of the body healthy, we must 
live a hygienic life. We must 
‘at the proper foods and secure 
fresh air and sunshine, we 
must rest and play, and live 
what is described as a hygienic 
life. A hygienic life is a well- 
rounded existence wherein suf- 
ficient attention is given to all 
the needs of the body. In such 
an existence, the individual 
does not over-do one thing and 
neglect another, but balances 
all the needs, giving to each a 
reasonable amount of attention. 


We are not all born equal in 
a sense that we all have the 
same physical and mental 
capacities. We vary a great 


deal, and what we should strive 
for is to develop, to the full, 
the capacities with which we 
are born. If we are in a condi- 
tion of health, then we have} 
achieved our aim, 

In seeking to secure this de- 
velopment, we find that the 
hygienic life plays a consider- 
able part. We cannot increase 
our brain capacity by eating 
any particular food, but we can 
help our brain tissue to be in 
a condition of health by paying 
attention to the general health 
needs of the body.
